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Punks held in German riots 


HANOVER, Sunday: Vio¬ 
lent outbursts continued last 
night in Hanover for the third 
consecutive night, as young 
punks set fire to several cars 
and rubbish containers during 
a Chaos Days gathering. 

Police had called in hun¬ 
dreds of reinforcements after 
Saturday night’s clashes in the 
north German city brought 630 
arrests and saw 94 police hurt 
by hurled bottles and stones. 

Police casualties rose to 160 
as the third night of fighting got 
underway in what the dyed¬ 
haired anarchists declared 
would be.a weekend of “reduc¬ 
ing Hanover to rubble”. 

A police spokeswoman said 


the punks were making forays in 
small groups out of the univer¬ 
sity quarter, setting fire to cars 
and anything else they encoun¬ 
tered. One apartment was on 
fire, she said. 

There were no figures on the 
number of punks injured, but 
ARD national television showed 
one being kicked repeatedly by 
police, who also hurled stones 
back at their attackers. 

The spokeswoman said the 
incident would be checked for 
possible disciplinary action. 

44 1 won’t excuse it, but the 
situation escalated on both 
sides. Some of the police 
officers were in action for 15 to 
20 hours,” she said. 


Last year more than 1,000 
punks were arrested in a series 
of riots. Then, the authorities 
were surprised at the violence 
as an unexpectedly large num¬ 
ber of young punks showed up 
in torn clothes, dyed hair and 
jewellery of chains and razor 
blades to pogo dance to dron¬ 
ing bands. 

The punks held Chaos Days in 
Hanover in the early 1980s but 
after rioting in 1985, no repeat 
had been staged until last year. 

A leaflet circulated last month 
said the punks’ goal for this year’s 
Chaos Days would be 10,000 
arrests, but it was unlikely that 
target would be reached.

Hydrogen peroxide forms naturally in foe ozone layer 
around foe earth. Ozone (O ) consists of three atoms of 
oxygen, but it is not very stable and will quickly give up an 
oxygen atom to foiling rain water (H O), to form hydrogen 
peroxide (HO), which falls to earth ready to be consumed 
by plants and animals. However with foe increasing levels of 
atmospheric pollution, greater amounts of hydrogen 
peroxide react with airborne toxins (giving up the extra 
oxygen atom) and never reach the ground Any hydrogen 
peroxide which does make it to the ground in rain water, and 
get taken up by plants, may still not make h into our bodies, 
because of foe way most of our food is processed these days. 
Food processing methods can destroy or neutralise any 


hydrogen peroxide present in raw foods. Supporters of 
Oxygen therapy believe that replenishing our intake of 
oxygen atoms with hydrogen peroxide is one of the greatest 
healing miracles of all time. 

Oxygen therapy seems to work in two ways. Firstly, it 
increases the rate of oxidation in foe body (using the extra 
oxygen atom) which stimulates the immune system, the 
energy production sites within cells, and the system of 
membranes which transport hormones and other substances 
around foe body. Secondly, it kills off bacteria, viruses and 
parasites which are anaerobic (can’t live in oxygen), leaving 
beneficial microbes florishing, thereby curing infections and 
diseases. 


“Your body's supposed to be at least 80% water, which is eight ninths oxygen ” 

“ Wait a minute, water is two hydrogens for each oxygen, right? ” I was not exactly a chemistry wizz. 

“Yeah, but the oxygen atom is sixteen times bigger, remember? ” 1 hadn 't. “You 're supposed to be composed of over two thirds 
oxygen, twice as much as everything else combined. The bigger a proportion of something in a formula, the more margin there is 
in the high to low range of how much you can put in and still make that formula work. That also applies to an organism. 

“So you can see how a person could exist anywhere along a wide range of oxygen saturation that can support his cells, though 
the lower levels are not much fun. But most people can still function, more or less, even at oxygen percentages so low that 
anaerobic microbes can inhabit them quite comfortably. " 

“Well, how can you tell if your oxygen level is high enough? ” 

“If you get sick, it isn 7 “ 

“But everyone gets sick sometimes " 

“Everyone you know about. You 're all oxygen starved, that's all. " 

“ Well, doesn't the encyclopedia still say oxygen makes up 21% of our atmosphere? ” 

“Have you measured it yourself lately? They haven 7. They just keep printing the same figures from earlier editions. ” 

“So what level is it at? ” 

“Depends where you measure it. In a healthy rain forest it can still get up over 20%. But most large cities have very few trees 
and lots of carbon monoxide, which, being electrically unstable, gobbles up free oxygen like crazy, to become carbon dioxide, 
which is more stable. In those cities it gets down to 12% or less at times. In Eastern Europe, with the whole Western worlds 
pollution blowing at them, even wooded areas can drop below 15%. Entire forests are dying there. For humans suffocation 
occurs at around 7%. ” 

“You mean the cities are already more than halfway to suffocating? ” 

“Right. What do you think causes early heart attacks, crib deaths and crashed immune systems? Very little of that happening in 
mountain villages. 



Oxygen therapy has a history of research and use dating back 
to an article in the American Medical Association Journal of 
March 3rd 1888 (Volume X, No. 9), which states “...from it’s 
very nature this agent should be a powerful antiseptic and 
destroyer of microbes.” Research continued early this 
century; in the 1920’s it was reported in Lancet (the English 
Medical JoumaJ) that hydrogen peroxide was used 
intravenously to successfully treat pneumonia in the epidemic 
following World War One. In the early 1940’s Father Richard 
Wilhelm (a hospital chaplain) reported hydrogen peroxide 
being used effectively to treat bacterial-related mental illness. 


skin deseases and polio Father Wilhelm has since founded 
the organisation “ECHO” (Educational Concern For 
Hydrogen peroxide) and devoted himself to promoting the 
medicinal use of hydrogen peroxide. 

Interest in researching oxygen therapy waned in the 1940’s, 
when prescription medications first came on the scene, it is 
cheap and unpatentable and therefore of no economic 
interest to pharmaceutical companies. However, idealistic 
and dedicated doctors have persistently campaigned to raise 
interest in oxygen therapy. 


A mammal's immune system uses lots of single-atom oxygen in knocking off germs . and carries it around in 
H O . Thats because single oxygen itself is so reactive it only stays loose for maybe a millionth of a second 
before oxidizing the nearest appropriate molecule. You should be internally producing and using several quarts 
ofH O every day, but you can t if theres not enough oxygen available from your air. ” 

A little of this was coming back now. 'HO ? You mean hydrogen peroxide? ” 

“Yeah, oxygen water. The tiny amount in what you drank oxidized the pathogens in your stomach. " 

“ That sntff the sell in brown bottles? ” Yucko. 

“No, the pure food grade kind . thirty-five percent, which can hurt you if you don t dilute it enough. Lots of 
health food stores carry > it now. The drug store variety has chemical stabalizers in it. ... Supposedly to keep the 
oxygen from escaping, but it's really more stable than they let on. Mainly it's so no one will use enough of it all 
at once to get rid of a major disease that should ve netted some hospital at least twenty grand. v 
“ What? Which diseases can you get rid of with it? ” 

All of them. But oxygen water is too simple and cheap to draw any commercial interest. Unpatentable. " 

" Wltat do you mean, all of them? ” 


In the last twentyfive years there have been 7,700 
articles about oxygen therapy published in the 
standard medical journals, including one about a 
study in which 60% of rats in a test were 
permanently cured of cancerous tumours using 
hydrogen peroxide. Two organisations; The 
International Credible Medicine Association and 


The International Bio-oxidative Medicine 
Foundation, have formed to further the efforts of 
interested doctors and collect information and 
research world wide.

The Intematioal Bio-oxidative Medicine Foundation 
feels that many of these conditions, plus the immune 
system disorders and strange viral diseases (like 
Chronic Fatigue Syndrome) that are currently 
sweeping the globe are directly related to our 
oxygen starvation in the polluted world in which we 
now live. 

“Like I said\ all disease organisms prefer much lower oxygen saturations than what your cells function best at. 
Their primitive, fragile membranes break down at concentrations a healthy human cell merely finds 
invigorating. You need it constantly; oxygen’s the only thing you can die in minutes without. Get enough and it 
protects you from disease. ” 

Guidelines for taking hydrogen peroxide orally: 

- You must purchase some 35% food grade hydrogen peroxide, which is the only grade free from additives or 
stabalizers. 

-You must dilute the 35% food grade hydrogen peroxide to a solution of 0.5% hydrogen peroxide - 
approximately one part 35%food grade hydrogen peroxide to 72 parts dilution fluid. You can use distilled water, 
spring water, juice or milk (not carrot or banana juice, fizzy drink or alcohol). NEVER INGEST PURE DROPS 
OF 35% HYDROGEN PEROXIDE. 

- Use the following schedule: 

1 st day, use 9 drops (3 drops, 3 times a day) 

2nd day, use 12 drops (4 drops, 3 times a day) 

3rd day, use 15 drops (5 drops, 3 times a day) 

4th day, use 18 drops (6 drops, 3 times a day) 

5th day, use 21 drops (7 drops, 3 times a day) 

6th day, use 24 drops (8 drops, 3 times a day) 

7th day use 27 drops (9 drops, 3 times a day) 

8th day use 30 drops (10 drops, 3 times a day) 

9th day use 36 drops (12 drops, 3 times a day) 

10th day use 42 drops (14 drops, 3 times a day) 

11th day use 48 drops (16 drops, 3 times a day) 

12th day use 54 drops (18 drops, 3 times a day) 

13 th day use 60 drops (20 drops, 3 times a day) 

14th day use 66 drops (22 drops, 3 times a day) 

15th day use 72 drops (24 drops, 3 times a day) 

16th day use 75 drops (25 drops, 3 times a day) 

For more serious problems you may stay at 25 drops, 3 times a day for 1-3 weeks. Next graduate down to 25 
drops 2 times a day until the problem is taken care of. This may take from 1-6 months. Don’t give up, and don’t 
be alarmed by any healing crisis that may occur, this may just be the body purging itself. For example, a smoker 
feeling very congested and eventually coughing up huge quantities of mucus. When free of problems, you may 
taper off by taking : 

25 drops once every other day, 4 times 
25 drops once every third day for 2 weeks 
25 drops once every fourth day for 3 weeks 
Your own body will help you determine proper maintenance 

The hydrogen peroxide “cocktail” taken on an empty stomach or one hour before or three hours after a meal is 
generally most beneficial If nausea or discomfort develops at any level, you may stop taking it for a day or two 
and then you can resume at levels that are tolerable. 

Remember, these drops are drops of 35% food grade hydrogen peroxide which you must dilute down to 0.5% 
with your choice of beverage. 

People have reported using hydrogen peroxide successfully in many other ways. A few drops of hydrogen 
peroxide on your tooth brush gives you clean, white teeth and very healthy gums. 336mls of hydrogen peroxide in 
your bath detoxifies the body (oxygen is absorbed through the skin). This proceedure can keep you awake for up 
to five hours, so a last minute bath could prevent the cushions looking good too early in the night, at a rave. 

Reports have also surfaced of hydrogen peroxide being used agriculturally. Farmers using hydrogen peroxide 






in backyard gardens and for pets illnesses Hydrogen peroxide easily breaks down into water (H O) and oxygen 
(O), so is much more environmentally friendly than most fertilizers which leach down into the water table and run 
off into streams and rivers causing Bluegreen Algae outbreaks. Agricultural chemical companies have responded 
to this information in the same way as the pharmaceutical companies. 

There are some doctors and scientific researchers who feel that oxygen therapy is at best medically useless and at 
worst dangerous. However, judging from numbers of medical journal articles published, they are in the minority, 
and their research findings are conflicting. 

Some practitioners of oxygen therapy are using sodium chlorite (NaCIO) as an alternative to hydrogen peroxide. It 
seems to work in a similar way; increasing the amount of free oxygen molecules working within the body. NaCIO 
is a liquid concentrate of stabilised electrolytes of oxygen, which is made available to the body, in molecular form 
when digested. These electrolytes are extraordinarily stable until they react with acids in the stomach. The result of 
this reaction is the release of molecular oxygen into the bloodstream, carried by the two most abundant and 
important electrolytes of body fluid; sodium and chlorine, NaCIO has been measured as containing 12,000 parts 
per million of oxy gen, while ordinary' tap W'ater contains about 12 parts per million of oxygen molecules. 

The dosage varies depending on whether you are taking it as a general tonic or for a particular condition. People 
who use NaCIO report the same effects as those who use hydrogen peroxide; improved immune system, an 
energy boost, as well as curing illnesses. Those who prefer NaCIO to hydrogen peroxide do so because of the vile 
taste of H O , the instability of H O once it is diluted, and the belief that H O is harmful 1 to beneficial internal flora 
as w'ell as pathogens.

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W ilhelm Reich described the development of galaxies as beginning with superimposing orgone energy 

streams forming loose spirals stretching into space, then rolling up until the spirals wind up and condense 
to compact dead star clusters. Thirty years later the Orgonomist, Robert A. Harman, has expanded on this 
theory by linking it up to the findings of Reich's Oranur experiment. According to Harman, in new galaxies fresh 
orgone (life energy) sets the tone, while aged galaxies are increasingly characterised by D.O.R (Deadly Orgone 
Energy). This energetic development shows itself in the colouration of the galaxies. Young galaxies have fresh 
bluish colours, while old galaxies get a brownish/purplish dye which instinctively feels disgusting to the observer. It 
conveys the sensation one gets from terminally ill cancer patients treated with toxic chemicals and high dosages 
of life-inimical radiation. 

The energetic development of galaxies functionally corresponds to the ageing of biological organisms, as most 
clearly seen in the "cancerous shrinking biopathy" that Reich delineated after observing the natural "bionous" 
decay of grass. As the concentration of the orgone energy depletes due to disintegration, the material of the 
leaves is reorganised by the remaining orgone energy on a smaller scale, forming orgone energy vesicles (bions). 
Under certain conditions they may cluster and develop into new, totally independent protozoal organisms: cancer 
cells. But if the decay continues, stagnation sets in, and the grass infusion begins to stink. Then tiny, toxic life" 
forms develop out of disintegrating bions. Reich called these bodies "T-Bacilli", after the German word for death. If 
they are introduced into healthy organisms in sufficient doses, as Reich did by introducing physiological solutions 
of "Todes-Bazillen" into lab mice, bionous breakdown is provoked and the organism may get cancer. The afflicted 
organism will then in turn produce T-Bacilli, which can then be introduced into other organisms and so on. Thus the 
established cycle of death is functionally identical to the life cycle of viruses, bacteria and other parasitic "life" 
forms. 

The process of galactic decay takes billions of years. As we live in a rather juvenile galaxy, it is therefore without 
any direct significance for us, even as a species spanning dozens of millions of years. But the process of galactic 
decay does not occur in a smooth way, because there are areas of early breakdown, from where issue toxic "life" 
forms of decay infecting the healthy solar "organs" of the rest of the galaxy, as described above occurring in the 
biological realm. I consider interstellar parasitic civilisations emigrating from these D.O.R areas as such cancerous 
heralds of premature death. They are natural by-products of the growing old of our galaxy and thus correspond to 
the T-Bacilli. In the biological realm, T-Bacilli cause biopathies like cancer, while in the cosmic realm EA cause, as 
Reich's successor Jerome Eden coined it, "Cosmopathies": the Cancer Cosmopathy. 

Reich called these agents EA, after Energy Alpha, EnigmA (commonly referred to as "U.F.O's"), and "CORE-Men, 
because they practice Cosmic Orgone Energy Engineering. I prefer Eden's term, DOR-Men, since the Aliens are 
parasitical, based on a "biological" DOR metabolism. Why the DOR-Men would choose, of all planets, just an 
Orgone planet like our Earth is understandable by referring to the putrefactive bacteria, which do not live from 
decayed matter, but from the transformation of the healthy into the sick. Parasites live neither in absolutely healthy 
or absolutely dead tissue. Likewise the DOR-Men live from the transformation of OR into DOR. Thus they are not only 
emigrants from "barren lands", so to speak, but contaminated bearers and disseminators of the Cosmopathy. For 
their healthy victims they actualize the extremely slow process of galactic decay. 

Reich speculated In, "Contact with Space", at the possibility that EA had created the great deserts of this planet 
some thousands of years ago. These centres of DORization were also the starting points of the "patriachal invasion" 
of an originally matrist globe^This the Orgonomic geographer, James DeMeo has delineated in his "Saharasia" 
theory: the geographical deserts of the Sahara-Arabia-Asia belt led to the "emotional desert", comparative to the 
spreading of a Social Biopathy (Reich called this the "Emotional Plague of Mankind"). Its foundations are 
patriachal religion, the patriachal state and its derivative, the "nuclear state" of the family, all forming the source of 
future Biopathies by way of frustrating the biological needs of children. As adults, abused children treat their 
children in similar ways and thus the cycle of death is continuous. These human bio-social functions are part 
functions of the deteriorating orgone energy metabolism of the galaxy. The Social Biopathy is thus part of the 
Cosmopathy of an ageing galaxy forming the cosmic background of human irrationality. 

In this century the emotional plague showed itself basically in the two forms of fascism Reich analysed in his 
writings, in particular "The Mass Psycholgy of Fascism": 

The rightist Black Fascism, with its mystical sadism, from religious indoctrination to death squads. As well as leftist 
Red Fascism, with its mechanistic sadism, from collectivist education to the terror famines. 

So, where does Blue Fascism 1 fit into this picture? "Energetic" sadism from "education in feeling" to the survival of 
those fittest for survival in the New Age? Interestingly enough , the term "fascism" stems from the Italian word 
"fascr, which means a "bundle" or covenant of people, alluding to the esoteric lodges of the Italian (as well as 
German) front combat survivors after WW1. Spared by the bullets, they considered themselves as a group of 
"higher people" chosen by destiny. (Reich was also one of those survivors of hell, and he left the war as a "higher" 




person, but in a racficady Afferent way: at the Italian front in the arms of an Italian woman he experienced a real 
genital orgasm for the first time. Perhaps the stress of the front situation, where death was constantly near, had 
undermined his muscular defences against orgastic surrender [see Reich's book, Passion of Youth]). 


An example of Blue Fascism is the doctrine of the occultist Georg Ivanovitsh Gurdjieff (1873-1949), who created a 
kind of western yoga, hypnosis, awareness training, dance ritual and '‘body therapy". He also considered man as 
a transformer of energy. All this superficially reminds one of orgonomy. Gurdjieff was the key Inspiration for the 
"Reichian" Bhagwan Shree (Osho) Rajneesh movement S ’Such occultists have only one motivation : will for power 
and personal aggrandisement. Gurdjieffs teachings are the same; the average man is nothing but a robot, a 
mere marionette of pure chance and without a soul. But the adepts of Gurdjleff break through this meaningless 
mechanical natural repetitiveness, gain a soul and a meaningful destiny. They become free like God beyond 
nature: masters of the universe (like the "thetan" in L. Ron Hubbards Dtanetics and Scientology). Freedom is 
achieved by way of de-conditioning, i.e sadomasochistic practices imposed by the occult fuhrer to break through 
the conditioning, (e.g: aversion, bashfuiness and morality). 

This is today the key element of neo-satanism in the wake of Alesteir Crowley, as well as of the ideology of 
esoteric neo-nazi groups; the free ubermensch and the conditioned untermensch. All sadism is to either destroy 
the untermensch or turn him into an ubermensch by way of sadistic de-conditioning which frees his "true authentic 
will". The New Age (New Order) of an occult super race is the goal. 

A further teaching of Gurdjieff is movement for movements sake. This was also the core of the "Bewegung" (the 
national socialist movement): there always has to be hysteric change, ceaseless imperial growth and overcoming 
of ail material and ethical boundaries- till the shoa. Master minds like Gurdjieff are free of all morality and ethics. 
They have no bad consciousness, because, according to Gurdjieff, the past should not influence the present. 
Gurdjieff was proud of gaining his money by criminal manipulation of the "robots". Since, according to Gurdjieff, 
we normal, non-esoteric people are merely walking sleepers, zombies and human beings without a soul land thus 
do not actually exist! , the occult superbeings can handle us as they wish. Besides Gurdjieff, many readers will have 
experienced the contemptuous attitude of Little Men (see Reich's "Listen, little man!*), who are In therapy", "in 
the process of spiritual growth", or whatever, towards us who are not "in it", "not on the path". 




Any form of fascism exploits our deepest cosmic longing. There were not only religious leitmotifs In Wagnerian 
Nazism, but also in Stalinism and Maoism. In fact Marxism is a secular form of the apocalyptic Judeo-Christian 
reiigous tradition. Fascism per se is the unity of illusory 'Transcendental" longing for dramatic discharge of pent up 
energy, and actual inability of letting go, i.e the incapacity for freedom: psychological, social, physiological and, 
at its deepest level, bioenergetic orgastic impotence. This syndrome creates hatred of any actual life on Earth, in 
favour of an illusory life". Timothy Leary's world of smart drugs and virtual reality is a case in point. 

The realm of this hatred is the concrete irrational and perverse middle layer of the character structure and its 
visionary transcendental negation, e.g the communist re-educational regime here, and the dreamed-of future 
society there, or the little KKK shrimp here, and the 'Aryan' ubermensch there. This inner conflict between the 
redities of armoured Structures and compensatory dreams is staged in the socid arena, where the mass 
psychological interplay between the little" suffering people and the "great" fuhrer unfolds. Longing for, and the 
incapaciy for, freedom creates the masochistic love of the peoples own enemy, be it Hitler, Stdin, or some 
'Saviour from the Beyond or Outer Space, i.e from "Heaven'. It is exactly like the sexud perversion of masochism. 

Black Fascism specificdly derives from the increase of the Middle Layer, at the expense of the Core. It develops 
on the conservative side of the sociopolitical spectrum (distorted Core contact- mysticism), which deteriorates, 
when provoked by the Left, into Nazism. What is of interest for an understanding of Blue Fascism is that here 
fascism can be considered a function of the struggle between the perceived (dbeit distorted) Core impulse and 
the distortion itself. For example, Genitd Primacy is converted into the fantasy of race superiority and then 
directed against the perversion of the Middle Layer symbolised by "lower' sexual people. Thus an internal neurotic 
conflict is projected onto the social scene. 

The fascist fights against the distortion, but simultaneously he himself is the embodiment of the greatest distortion 
of all. He is an occult knight in shining armour, on his sick crusade against "distorted" races and social groups. 
Simply, Black Fascism is a misfired attempt to become healthy, and simultaneously the destruction of all health, 
("health' and "purity* being the catch-words of all reactionaries.) A fitting example is the genocide of the 
matriachal American Indians by "well-meaning" Christians on their holy crusade against the "distorted". The native 
Americans were depicted as "brutal, pagan savages', which was nothing nothing but the projected embodiment 
of the Middle Layer of the European invaders themselves. 

The fasci are a group of people who want a basic change, the Imposition of a "new paradigm", to free the world 
from the armour, Satan, the super-ego, the communists and the capitalists, the "Jew" as the embodiment of the 
patriarchate. The specific term means nothing, since it is all the same: it designates what hinders the Little Man 
from becoming a "Little Great Man', this was the basis of Hitler's hatred of the Jews , as well as any rebellious 
emancipation from the "system' which entangles the Little Man. Only the system isn't the problem, but the Little 
Man is the cornerstone of the system. He must be instrumental so as not to call attention to himself. For example, 
what the Nazis have fought in the "Jew* is what the Nazis have embodied themselves: will for world domination, 
genocide, destruction of all values etc. Thus the Nazis supported the system by fighting it. Fascism attacks the 
armour in an illusoiy way - and thus supports it in reality. This basic mechanism of fascism is also a main 
characteristic of the Liberal syndrome. At the surface one fights, morally impregnable, for "peace' and "progress' - 
yet prevents real progress by supporting degradation, perversion and decay (an example is the pornographic 
failure of the sexual revolution a la Barbarella). 

One can consider Nazism as a reaction against its own source; the mystified emotional impulse of Christianity: the 
final goal of the nazis was the annihilation of "Jewish Christianity". Similarly, communism is a reaction against the 
mechanised intellectual impulse of the Enlightenment: the final goal of the communists was a kind of "neo-feudal 
absolutism', as in Rumania prior to the recent would-be-revolution. Now, Blue Fascism is a reaction against the 
unitary energetic core impulse of life, which is embodied in orgonomy. Blue Fascism is the ultinnate reaction, so to 
speak. 

The gestalt of Red Fascism is much more complicated then Black Fascism and, outside of orgonomy, seldom , if 
ever, understood. Here the Core is repressed in the first place (leading to a mechanistic Wettanschaung) and the 
Middle Layer is kept in check by the social facade (giving rise to a strict ethical, collectivist outlook). To the degree 
that the Facade pretends, and actually serves, the Middle Layer's brutal aims, the leftist becomes a fascist. Since 
falseness is the very nature of any "facade', every modem liberal-character is, structurally, a Red Fascist. What 
makes this structure so dangerous is first its unstableness, i.e the superficial Facade easily crumbles, giving way to 
a quick decay into outright fascism, and second its rightousness. After all, the leftist is fighting against the fascist 
Middle Layer, isn't he?? 



Extremely lofty, humanist ideology has the energetic function of holding the ruins of the intellectually defended 
"pretending character together, which is falseness through and through. He is even lying to himself and 
convinced of his "goodness", so that falseness becomes egosyntonic. On this Master-Mind Reich wrote in his 
article on "Modju at Work In Journalism": "The motive of appearing fair and rational is not to be fair and rational, 
but only to appear fair and rational in order to hide in a most cunning way the being who is unfair and 
damagingly irrational". The social Facade serves the Middle Layer. 

Just as the communist freedom peddled is the arch-enemy of freedom, the Blue Fascist stands simultaneously for 
Irresponsible "orgonomic" truth-peddling and murderous haired for orgonomy. He is attracted to orgonomy, but his 
longing cannot be fulfilled because it takes years and much bravery to get rid of the armour. Thus the orgasm- 
anxiety will only be mobilised during the contact with orgonomy, the longing will become more and more 
mystical, because of lack of courage to deed with real-life problems, and while pretending to serve orgonomy, the 
"Reichian" is out to destroy it like a sex-killer, who does away with the object of his unsatisfiable longing. 

NOTES: 

1. In 1982 I sent a ponderous and highly emotional manuscript to Jerome Eden. Specifically, it was on that social 
DOR-infestation at work in both "Reichianism" and UFOiogy. In a subordinate clause I called the "Reichian" 
Irrationality "Blue Fascism", according to the colour of the orgone. Having forgotten my own incidental word 
coinage, which was not an intellectual but rather a subconscious emotional expression of my rage, I became 
aware of it only after Eden later suggested I call a refined version of my paper, "The New Blue Fascism". Thereafter 
I have always considered the new word to be a term newly coined by Eden. In a review of occultist Trevor James 
Constable's "Reichian" book The Cosmic Pulse of Life Eden had said in 1977:"... orgonomy is in grave danger of 
being totally abused and occultated as the energetic core of a new fascist movement." 

2. patrist and matrist: matrist is the original, unarmoured state of "aboriginal" people, invaded by the armoured, 
imperialist patrist people like the Aryans, Mongols and Turks of Central Asia and the Semrts of the Middle East.

Doomsday 
cult planned 
Ebola attack

TOKYO, Friday: Aum Shinri- 
kyo, the doomsday cult accused 
of the Tokyo subway poison gas 
massacre, planned an even more 
horrific attack using the deadly 
Ebola virus. 

This is the latest allegation 
leaked by police investigators 
interrogating more than 200 cult 
leaders and followers arrested 
since the March 20 attack which 
killed 12 commuters and injured 

The information, fed by senior 
officers to the media “kisha 
kurabu" - closed “clubs” of 
reporters attached to the Tokyo 
Metropolitan Police - reveals 
the cult planned a nightmarish 
war on society that could have 
been taken from the pages of a 
science fiction comic. 

Those arrested, including the 
cult’s blind leader, Shoko Asa- 
hara — who preached that the 
world would end in 1997 and 
only his followers would survive 
~ being held incommuni¬ 
cado in police cells for weeks, 
tied to chairs, and interrogated 
for eight hours a day. 

As well as plotting to distribute 
Ebola, a virus which kills 90 per 
cent of its victims, cult members are 
said to have confessed that they 
managed to steal some of Japan’s 
most sensitive defence secrets, 
infiltrate a Russian nuclear facility, 
and recruit poor day-labourers into 
a private army. 

As well as two attacks with the 
nerve gas sarin which killed 19 
people, Aum is being investigated 
over the kidnap and presumed 
murder of anywhere from 20 to 
200 followers and enemies over 
the past six years. 

The police sources said that 
under the guise of a medical 
mission, several Aum followers 
with medical training were sent to 
Zaire to help in treatment at 
hospitals and provide financial 
assistance. The real purpose of 
the mission was to obtain samples 
of the virus, police said. 

The plan was apparently con¬ 
firmed in a cult radio broadcast 
from Moscow last December, when 
a leading Aum scientist, Seiichi < 
i Endo, discussed the possibility of 1 
using Ebola - as well as smallpox, 1

Richard Cytowic of Capitol 
Neurology, a private clinic 
in Washington DC, says that 
explaining synaesthesia within 
standard view of the brain is 
explaining the orbit of Mars by adding 
another “sphere” to accommodate the 
theory that the Universe is Earth- 
centred. Modules do not exist structur¬ 
ally. So why, asks Cytowic, are re¬ 
searchers going out of their way to 
protect them?

It is phenomenology, 
he believes, which should drive theory. 
“The fact is that the current model can’t 
explain it,” he insists. “So that model 
has to be questioned.” 

The brains of synaesthetics, Cytowic 
proposes, may not be fundamentally 
different at all. Synaesthesia may instead 
be telling us something new about 
human brain physiology. Far from being 
a hierarchy, dominated by a “rational” 
cortex where functions such as sensory 
perception are localised and separated, 
the human brain may be a much more 
integrated and democratic unit.

We do 
not suffer from a Peter Pan complex, wishing to drop 
out, escape reality and avoid responsibility. The Rave 
does not advocate trancendence over immanence. The 
dancers feet are firmly on the ground, (I couldn't think of 
anything more material than a sweaty fat assed groover 
gettin down!) but this doesn't stop the desire to want to 
leam how to fly, to 
challenge and question 
what it is to be an adult 
in a postmodern world. 

Think of the Rave as a 
forum to explore the 
politics of play. The 
repetitious why mummy 
whys? of wide-eyed 
curiosity, wonder, 
mystery and magic. A 
place to foster 
unquenchable 
imaginations which insist 
on questions not 
answers. “ The nature 
of the child is to play. 

Play represents an 
activity that does not aim 
at any practical utilitarian 
needs and ends, being 
unconcerned with good 
and evil, truth and falsity.” 1 ' 






"Akin to their passion for music, Faeries good and evil 
adore to dance .The commonest form is a sort of 
circular dance in which the Faeries when they have no 
partners, leap and twist alone in a wild ree)." '*• 

Reaching out on a Kmb, to gab the forbidden fruit, with 
no fear of faMng from grace, (There’s nothing to loose 
when you’re a sabre of paradtee) I wilt cal the Rave a 
Parakult. Something which has grown within the petri dish 
of an overripe culture and from which if s possible to 
cultivate cyborg mythologies, new modalities of relating. 
The Douglas Truth Institute describes the Parakult as a 
leaderless, non-dogma tic, energeticatiy, self-organized 
goup of individuals engaged in high level action and 
interaction." A parakult is not merely a gathering of 
people of similar styles and opinions..parakults are living 
nets...a community of fractal relations where borders are 
fluid, floral of infinite detaiL.where new patterns, new 
strategies evolve themselves as needed .surviving 
beautifully in chaotic times...” %he introduction of such 
(taconian laws as the Criminal Justice Bifl in England 
and its failure to eradicate or passify the amorphous 
Raving, Squatting and Traveftng communities is a 
testimony to the resilience of the Parakult. Like 
Haraways Hydra metaphor, the Parakult can regenerate 
in the space of ir^ury. It evolves through culture- 
memetlc viruses, which are not dependent on biological 
modes of reproduction. 

Where to from here? Can dance be a modality of social 
change? Can the experiences and knowledges gained 
within the Imaginal Rave ripple down and affect peoples 
personal Ives, philosophies and politics ? I’m not sure, 
but there’s deffinateiy something strange stirring!

timeline, its march of progress that disables the return and thus repeats the oonffiot, its dosed system entropy 
thinning it out on its last run. an ioey surface, reflecting and skidding any attempt to find form of meaning 
within, our fail from the the dynamism of the mythic spaoe whose potency we recollect in our attempts to 
recreate it, a simplified cybernetics now discovering its need for chaos and chance, 
we authorise our own meaning and our actions become thus full. Our perceptive net is no longer the 
flimsy denial screening programme of the monosensual intellect but the weaved ovganio give of an infinity of 
realised stories, criss-crossed at the points of oontaot, empathy and transmission, 
art as this transmission and mutation of energy, an mfaotous aKveness, that doesn't calcify into a museum of 
objects or an intetleotual exercise in status, a transubstantiate of reality an active realisation, seeds planted 

scattered recycled regeneration. 

by liberating our ideas and objects we trust them to fall into their own rhythm of circulation, commune 
and fuUfittment. Our maturity beyomd ego conflicts allows us to let go of possese and become a stronger 
more invisible, nameless network, recognising that the work we do is ultimately not our own. 
Remembering our micro means of reproduction, our psyches also split, mutate and multiply, we carry 
fragile internal ecologies and likewise need to foster healthy cooperation - 

demons are but propagandered otherness exiled and feared, our memories 

resonate patterns and our reincarnating material evoivement mirrors 

remnants of our farms' changing means of survival. We have visions of our 

future seifs morphed at higher j(p3j speeds, they bekon us and we must resist 

hodywood memefields that tell us to shoot. 

healing the split takes on board more channels of being and communi¬ 

cation. the environment is us too and we don't sit no more behind display panels and visars? We can't simply 
run from the inertness of mass, a material environment that we have indeed polluted by our attitude, prehaps 
this cyber neognosticism is the purified potential conclusion to a techne trying to escape psyche and instead 
pocess her in an artificial totality that yearns its wholeness In the programme. 

The west crystallised and internalised a hierarchical holy trinity - mary was banished, the earth a vigim 
whore gathering oultists, the avrowhead three left craving upwards to heaven, unable to turn, its growth peaked 
and limited. Losing the fourth is losing the power to aotualise and ground our true oreativuty on earth, heaven 
now. our neooortex over developed suffocating acess to the wisdom and intergration of the primitive, the 

shadow now returns.. 

heaven and earth are estranged and some of us try to thus escape, like heaven is in the wandering 
spaoejunk of a disembodied technological future, or the equally extreme luddite abjection to our dilemma. To 
remain centered, a stfH wisdom within the polarised swing of the two extremes. That here in the center is the 
married exstaoy of vision and the fertilistr^ well spring of new possibilities. Otheiwise like colonisers we merely 
push on to pocess and flagpole the edges of a lost horizon, while lossing our ability to commune with what 

gives us true reason. 
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The introduction of the psychiatric drug, 
Prozac (Fluoxetine Hydrochloride), a few years 
back, illustrated how deceptively history repeats 
itself, with mass media marketing of the instant 
answer to a rather complex question. Claimed to 
be a breakthrough in the treatment of mental 
health, it has proven to be almost as effective a 
psychiatric tool as lobotomies were in the pre- 
1960s treatment of the “mentally ill”. It seems 
our collective memory lasts only as long as the 
image remains on the retina of the media eye. 
Our conclusions on particular topics are usually 1 
reached via a superficial understanding of an 
already biased mass media presentation. We are 
often not aware of potential side effects, or of 
other alternatives to that specific situation. We 
do what we are told, and we blindly put our 
faith in others. Especially when we are in a 
crisis. Here lies the success of Prozac, and other 
antidepressants. 

Despite what we are told, depression can 
usually be attributed to bio-psychological 
cycles; for every period of emotional intensity 
we experience, it seems to be matched by a 
period of emotional bankruptcy, where there is 
an absence of feeling and enthusiasm. If we 
look to the natural environment we can see that 
there is a cyclic order that governs the chaotic 
passion of the earth’s elements; the seasons 
show us how the world dies many times over in 
its lifetime, and that although it experiences 
periods of cold static stagnation, in time they 
pass to be replaced by the life-giving warmth of 
better times. 

Depression can also be the result of self- 
deception. We do not always pursue in life what 
is close to our heart. If we accept the 
institutionalised values offered to us, we will 
often find ourselves sacrificing what we love, 
for financial and emotional security. Freedom is 
not a physical object. Often we think we have it, 
when in fact we have never been further from 
it. Apathy arises from self-deception, and the 
imprisonment of ourselves through our false 
ideologies. Depression can be a means of 
encouraging self-examination, bringing us 
closer to self-truth, and acting as a catalyst for 
some long needed change in our lives. 

Finally depression can be triggered or 
amplified by an unhealthy lifestyle; not eating 
or sleeping well, neglecting regular exercise, 
overindulgence, and general nihlilistic abuse are 
definite stumbling blocks. Leading an excessive 
lifestyle without taking time out to relax usually 
creates a state of stress-induced anxiety which 
regularly alternates with depression. Although 
your body may not seem too important in the 
greater scheme of things, it is still your temple 
in which all of your spiritual, emotional, and 
intellectual activities occur;-look after it! 



No matter what is the cause of depression, 
we often find ourselves, during this grey period, 
pointed in the direction of the nearest 
psychiatrist by those around us. Which in turn, 
after a fifteen minute analysis, can result in the 
prescription of psychiatric medication. The 
argument will be that your absence of feeling is 
due to a chemical imbalance, which in some 
part is true as consciousness is also a chemical 
process. However, the more correct description 
would be that your mental state is linked to a 
change in brain chemistry, and that it is not the 
cause of your depression, only part of the 
process. Every emotion we feel can be linked to 
a specific action of our neurochemistry, each 
time changing the chemical balance. 

Let’s assume though that the “chemical 
imbalance” argument is valid in this case. Now 
the idea is that a specified part of the brain is 
not producing the right amount of chemicals 
(neurotransmitters) to create the “well-adjusted” 
state-of-mind, so in order to restabilise and 
balance brain chemistry, that particular lacking 
chemical needs to be externally administered in 
the form of some kind of medication. A parallel 
example in the body would be that of the 
diabetic who needs to intravenously administer 
the insulin that their pancreas will not produce. 


However, the majority of antidepressants do not contain the "lacking" chemical. They are more 
likely to be antagonists or inhibitors; their results are obtained by stimulating or supressing specific 
neurotransmitters. In the case of Prozac it is classified as a selective serotonin re-uptake inhibitor; 
serotonin being the neurotransmitter released from the pineal gland, which in turn is considered to be at 
the core of all psychic and emotional activity. In many Eastern religions the pineal gland is also 
percieved to be our "third eye"; the source of our "sixth sense" that allows us to detect what we cannot 
already percieve with our other five senses. 

The neurochemical process involves neurotransmitters passing through synaptic gaps into receptor 
sites. Prozac works by interfering with this process by blocking the serotonin receptor sites, causing a 
build up of serotonin in the synaptic gap. The build up allows the chemicals to flow through the rest of 
the neurosystem, creating the feeling of well-being, at the expense of the "dammed-up" receptor sites. 
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This process bears an extraordinarily close resemblance to the brain's neurochemical reactions to 
most Schedule 1 "psychedelic" drugs in connection with the brain, particularly the illegal drug "Ecstasy" 
(Methylenedioxymethamphetamine), which acts directly on the pineal gland, stimulating an excessive 
release of serotonin. Habitual use of Prozac, Ecstasy, and other psychedelic drugs like Broma-DMA, 
Psilocybin, DMT, and MDA, exhausts the pineal gland's ability to produce the required amount of 
serotonin, thus creating what is known as "Serotonin Syndrome", a state of drug-induced emotional 
apathy and depression. 

Habitual users find the psychological affects of these drugs become less intense with each use of the 
same dosage. The dosage of all these drugs can be upped until the user finds that it no longer produces 
any affects, and that their initial depression, in the case of Prozac, is much worse. It is a fact that Prozac 
depletes the serotonin level; to what degree it can replenish itself has not yet been determined. 

The use of Prozac also triggers numerous physiological side affects; seizures, akathisia, dyskenisas, 
vaginal and penile anaesthesia, increased motor function disability, the furthering of the onset of 
Parkinson's disease, hair loss, and anorexia are some of the more tangible adverse reactions. Prozac users 
have also reported an abstract feeling of suicidal preoccupation which is described as being a markedly 
different sensation to conscious suicidal contemplation. 

The only winners in this success story is the pharmaceutical company, Eli Lilly and Co., which 
manufactures Prozac. It is the same company that marketed LSD-25 (Lysergic Acid Diethylamide-25) as 
the new breakthrough tool of psychotherapy, over thirty years ago. LSD-25 had been used in 
experimental psychiatry as early as 1960 here in Australia. By 1970 over 4000 patients in NSW and 
Victoria alone had been treated with LSD psychotherapy. Like most psychiatric "fads", Eli Lilly and Co. 
and the FDA ( Food and Drug Administration ) neglected to conduct comprehensive studies of the drugs 
affects, resulting in the lack of an informed and systematic approach to its use in psychotherapy. 

Initial good results created a haphazard embrace of the drug as a psychiatric tool, and in no time cases of 
"psychosis as an adverse reaction to hallucinogen intoxication" were springing up worldwide. In time it 
emerged that good results usually depended on the.competence of the psychiatrist administering the 
drug. Eventually LSD-25 was removed from the market as its mind altering effects were percieved to be 
too extreme. 

Three decades later in spite of gathering opposition, we are still witnessing the cliched "wonder drug" 
claim by the same company, again with an absence of any grounded preliminary research. Internal Food 
and Drug Administration documents uncovered by Dr Peter Breggin, author of "Toxic Psychiatry", show 
that the FDA initially knew that Prozac works like a classic "stimulant", rather than a "designer drug" 
that the company has proclaimed it to be. Of course the corporate dollar is worth far more than the 
individual. 




Eli Lilly and Co. were recently under the 
media spotlight over an incident of pro-Prozac 
leaflet distribution at a U.S High School during 
a week-long Depression Awareness program. It 
is no wonder the U.S.A is in the state that it is 
when on one hand the use of psychotropic 
drugs is advocated as a means of making you 
feel better when your down, and on the other, 
there is a six billion dollar war being waged, by 
the U.S Government, against the illegal use of 
Scheduled drugs. 

There is enough documented medical 
research to prove in the scientific community 
that Prozac is a dangerous drug, and that other 
antidepressants can have frightening adverse 
reactions. But as long as there is textbook 
diagnoses, there will be drug prescriptions. 

Most conventional psychiatrists would sooner 
prescribe drugs as the answer, than admit that 
there are no absolute answers. The notion of 
"no absolutes" is academia's greatest nightmare. 
It disrupts forced order and the security of 
rationalism; it strips the ego of all its defences. 
Our culture would sooner destroy itself, than 
admit that, in the greater scheme of things, it 
knows nothing. Knowledge for some is a means 
of measuring their own existence, and a way of 
instilling some sense of meaning in their lives. 
So why disrupt this carefully preserved order for 
the sake of the individual? 

Masking your emotional, psychological, 
physical, or spiritual problems with drugs of any 
kind is definitely not the answer. There are 
plenty of much better alternatives to pursue to 
help your situation; networking with like- 
minded individuals is an excellent start. In this 
so called "Age of Communications", it is 
strange how few people truly communicate with 
one another. To be able to discuss our problems, 
and our achievements with each other on a 
humanistic level, has to be one of the most 
exhilerating experiences in our lifetime; to 
connect up. Do we have to have adversity to 
bring us together? 

Some people find it helpful to align 
themselves with a particular "School of 
Therapy", if you feel this is the case for you. 
Drama Therapy, Yoga and Tai Chi, are a few of 
the more popular ones you could start with. 


(Check your local Community notice board to 
find out what is happening in your area). If you 
must see a psychiatrist hunt around until you 
find one whose motivations for this occupation 
are not prestige or financial return. However, 
simply pursuing what you love in life can be the 
most therapeutic process of all, (as long as it 
isn't harmful to others). 

Awareness is the key in this situation. 
Explore yourself, and stay true to your will. 
Accept depression as part of your natural cycle, 
and acknowledge that no thing is forever. 

Finally, all of this is contradictory in nature 
and means nothing. Only you can determine 
what is right for you.

billion dollar pharmaceutical powerhouse Eli Lilly, 
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Y ou’ve seen those pictures of skulls where each 
region of the skull contains what took like 
numbered territories of the brain? Well, that’s 
phrenology. Product of the rationalist 
Enlightenment. The ultimate neuro-mechanics, 
phrenology as the empiricist henchmen standing 
proud and upright behind the neo-occult rationale of 
popular eugenics. There’s no room for divine 
inspiration here. No chance of receiving advanced 
Alien transmissions and no point in chanting “Here 
Krishna” until all is sublime. You are the size and 
shape of your brain organ meat! 

Phrenology was a mechanistic scientific attempt to 
map out the collection of organs which constitute' 
the brain and to identify the propensities, 
sentiments and faculties which each region of the 
brain represents. In the wacky world of phrenology 
the map was the territory. Phrenologists claimed 
that the sise of each organ is indicative of its 
“power”, and that the shape and sise of the cranium 
reflects the shape and sise of the underlying organs 
and is thus indicative of the individual’s mental 
faculties and capabilities. 

The skull was measured with a scary, vice-like 
instrument called a craniometric caliper. The base 
of the skull housed the “animal propensities”: 
“amativeness” (the organ of libido), “combativeness” 
and “phitoprogenitiveness” (love of offspring). The 
second level around the fore-head revealed the 
intellectual organs, and the top of the head was 
crowned with the spiritual organs. The phrenologists 
stated that the brain is the organ of the mind. Did 
they mean that the brain is the mind, or envelopes 
the mind? The harshest, most persistent critics of 
phrenology certainly felt that this was what they 
were implying; these critics being the leaders of 
several religious faiths. 

The recognised founder of phrenology was Franz 
Joseph Gall (1758-1828). He studied medicine at 
Stasbourg and Vienna, and in the late eighteenth- 
century he began to work with Johann Caspar 
Spurzheim researching neuro-anatomy. While at 
university. Gall felt that fellow students with 
prominent eyes were invariably good learners. From 
observing other “exceptional” people he developed 
his system of cranioscopy; matching talents to the 
shape of a persons head. 

Gall was forbidden by the Austrian Emperor from 
lecturing on his controversial doctrine in Vienna, so 
he and Spurzheim toured Europe extensively 
between 1808 and 1807 and Gall finally settled in 
Paris for the rest of his life. Between 1810 and 1819, 
Gall published a four-volume study of the anatomy 
and physiology of the nervous system and the brain, 
with a large atlas of illustrations. These volumes 
contributed significantly to the study of the mind 
biologically rather than philosophically or 
spiritually. 

Spurzheim broke with Gall in 1813, but continued 
vigorously promoting the study of phrenology 
through lectures and publications. He eventually 


settled in Edinburgh* where he published his own 
version of Gall’s “cranioscopy”, titled 
“Physiognomical System” (1815). 

The other great proponent of phrenology was George 
Combe, a Scotsman, who was impressed by the 
lectures of Spurzheim, published his own “Essays on 
Phrenology” in 1819 and founded the first 
Phrenological Society, in Edinburgh* in 1820. 
Edinburgh became the “home of phrenology” and 
the focus of much heated debate between 
phrenologists (championing individual psychological 
differences based on the brain as organ of the mind) 
and religious leaders (attacking the “outrageous 
blasphemy against the notion of divine Revelation”). 

The phrenologists also had to do battle with the so- 
called “common-sense philosophers”, who sought to 
reveal the universal, rather than individual, 
characteristics of the mind (prophetic defenders of 
Jung’s collective unconscious or Rupert Sheldrake’s 
field of morphic resonance?). In fact, the term 
“phrenology” originated from Edinburgh where it 
was first coined in 1815 by Thomas Forster, who 
derived the term from the Greek words for mind and 
discourse. 

George Combe wrote several books on phrenology, 
his most popular being “The Constitution of Man” 
(1828). This book sold extremely well after a 
“People’s Edition” was published in 1835, a cheap 
edition which could be “easily purchased by the 
more intelligent individuals of the poorer classes, 
mechanic’s institutes etc.”. By 1836, there were 24 
phrenological societies throughout Britain, with a 
membership of 900, and it was found that there 
were “some 100,000 believers in phrenology”. 

Many members of the Phrenological Society (London 
and Edinburgh) were a s s o ci a t ed with radical causes 
such as free trade, republicanism, education and 
prison reform. This is where phrenology is of course 
linked to the tremendously beneficial consequences 
of the Enlightenment - the emphasis on the 
profound right of the individual to choose their 
personal destiny, an invaluable assertion in this 
period of industrial slavery and rigid class systems 
(sadly, this still sounds like Britain today!). 

Indeed, one documented response to phrenology 
from the fervently religious Mrs John Pugh (tic), 
serves well to illustrate the perceived threat to God 
fearin’, factory ownin’ folk that those skull drawing 
scoundrels represented; “perish the knowledge of 
this science, if it can only be obtained by the 
abandonment of my hopes for eternity!” (voice, no 
doubt, hysterical). 

Phrenology in Australia 

Australia was of special interest to phrenologists as 
it was a society founded on the transportation of 
“criminals”, thus a phrenological society was 
founded in Sydney as early as 1828. The convict 
population provided the phrenologists with excellent 
“subjects” with which to prove their theories 



relating certain skull shapes to criminal tendencies. 
It was the phrenologists who lobbied most 
tenaciously for criminal reform; they argued that 
offenders whose skull shape identified them as 
innately degenerate” should not be transported to 
Australia as this would only create a “depraved 
colonial population”. Only those capable of genuine 
reform would be transported while the degenerates 
were kept as “moral patients” in English prisons 
(and immorally tortured, no doubt). 

Phrenological interest in the heads of the infamous 
led to phrenological societies making collections of 
death masks and busts. Criminals were preserved in 
effigy after they were hanged so that evidence of 
their “innate criminal nature” may be observed. The 
phrenologists acted as proto-forensic psychologists. 
In 1889, a “Professor” Besomo attempted to free the 
last woman to be hanged in N.S.W by informing the 
police that Louisa Collins killed her husband with 
rat-poison because she had over-developed organs of 
“falseambition” - she did not have an evil head. The 
judge was not convinced and she was hung. 

Another Sydney phrenologist, Walter McGill, 
analysed the cast of the head of the infamous 
bushranger Captain Moonlite, who was hung at 
Darlinghurst Gaol on Jan. 20th, 1880: 

“Moonlite 9 s head was so peculiarly formed that it 
was impossible he could speak the truth; that it was 
devoid of all moral courage and hence would keep up 
to the last what he once said; that he could not 
brook contradiction, and that he had such a love of 
life, and its pleasures, that he cared not how he 
gained his ends”. 

Phrenology was popularised in Australia through 
lectures, which were often held in Mechanics 
Institutes. “Practical Phrenologists” were a familiar 
sight in Australian cities and country towns by the 
middle of the nineteenth-century. The rise of 
phrenological interest paralleled the rise of 
consumerism created by the Industrial Revolution 
and diverse phrenological products such as snuff 
boxes, inkwells, cane handles and of course the 
iconic ceramic busts (still utilised today by the 
Remo store in Sydney) all sold well. 

In an early pamphlet, published In Auckland, 
“Professor” Fraser’s “The Religion of Phrenology” 
claimed that the science would “light the pathway 
along which the human soul travels to its end - 
perfection of its powers”. 

Practical phrenology was very popular in Australia 
from the late nineteenth-century right up until the 
early 1950’s. At the end ofWWQ, many men 
consulted phrenologists for advise about what to do 
next now that the boys-own antics of slaughtering 
fellow humans was at an end. Phrenological readings 
were conducted by numerous “practitioners” in all 
cities and most country towns. Here’s an example of 
a reading conducted in Essendon, Victoria on August 
12th, 1904 : 

Name : Master Charles Wauchope 
Age : 3yrs, 9mnths 


Profession : With a suitable education, if given 
opportunity : 

*a physician, as a naval or military surgeon 
^engineer, in any branch 

*any mechanical trade requiring skill and energy 
*he should be taught music 
Summary : This young gentleman has a large, 
active and well balanced brain. He will need great 
care in matters of diet, training and education. 

Diet; for some years to come; milk, eggs, fish, 
wholemeal bread, butter, fruit, vegetables, rice, sago 
and tapioca should be his only diet. No lollies, 
butcher’s meat, pastries, white bread, tea or coffee. 
He should always eat slowly. 

Training : let love rule and guide his life, make a 
chum of him,something useful to do as part of his 
pleasures. It will keep him out of mischief, it will 
make him self-reliant. Teach him quite early what a 
flatterer is and how to avoid them. If he is wilful or 
naughty withdraw love, which will be a more severe 
punishment than the rod. 

Education : let his education commence at home as 
part of his pleasures until he is at least seven years 
of age. He will learn very quickly. 

Phrenology continued to be popularised - what your 
face reveals and the size and shape of your head 
were used for personal advice, romantic advice, 
vocational guidance etc. There were numerous pop- 
phrenological publications such as: “The Hand 
Phrenologically Considered”, “Phrenology and its 
application to education, insanity and prison 
discipline”, “Popular Phrenology”, “Orthodox 
Phrenology”(!), and “Heads and How to Read Them”. 
Undoubtedly, the most successful phrenologist in 
Australia was Haigwood Masters, who covered nearly 
everything his readers would need to know about 
the human head when he published his popular 
guide to reading heads and faces. Masters only 
retired as recently as 1970, after serving as 
personnel adviser to David Jones, Selfridges, 
Woolworths and L. J.Hooker! 

Phrenology in the U.S.A 

Spurzheim eventually moved from Edinburgh to 
Boston, where he continued to write and lecture on 
phrenology until his death in 1832. The same year 
the Boston Phrenological Society was established. 
Phrenology was popularised in the U.S.A due 
primarily to the work of two brothers; Lorenzo and 
Orson Fowler, and Lorenzo’s wife Lydia. 

Lydia Fowler was only the second woman to 
graduate from an American medical college, in 1850. 
She wrote the populist, “Familiar Lessons on 
Phrenology- For Children and Youth”, in 1847. The 
Fowlers published cheap and popular phrenological 
works which sold in vast numbers across the U.S.A. 
In 1863, Lorenzo and Lydia re-located to London, 
where they began to produce the world-famous 
Fowler phrenological ceramic busts. 

The Americans loved pop-phrenology and 
immediately began to make “psychological 



evaluations’* based on all features of the body, not 
just the head. In the U.S.A, phrenology was utilised 
for selecting “the right partner for a happy 
marriage” and the “right partner for harmonious 
sex”. 

An example from an encyclopedic compilation of 
phrenological advice about sex, published in the 
1870’s: 

“ ... men po we r f u lly sexed always throw their 
shoulders dear back, never forward, and carry them 
high up, never drooping; and those who move and 
sit thus are well sexed. Girls eschew Messrs. Stoops, 
but accept those with straight, military walks”. 

“ ... all women, when in Love with a man, set their 
shoulders farther back and chest forward, than 
usual, and so present and hold them that, if in low 
dress, they would present their breasts. Women’s 
love of dressing low in breast and back is based in 
this law - the exhibition of their maternal signs. 
During impassioned intercourse this tendency is 
greatly increased; because this is Nature’s means of 
provoking his passion so as to endow them with 
young”. 

“ ... beaux ‘pop questions’ to girls who carry 
themselves thus, much sooner than to those who 
lotch forward”. 

We can now view phrenology as a pseudo¬ 
scientific/ pop-psychology trend which inevitably 
arose during a period where science sought to ally 
itself with philosophy in a materialist world where 
God had been proclaimed dead. A curious 
mechanistic faith which was very successful in 


generating great debate about the nature of the 
mind/body split. 

Certainly, challenging and threatening the upper 
class, fundamentalist Christians was no bad thing. Of 
course the practice of phrenology demonstrates a 
classic case of “psychological findings” as a 
reflection of the values of the observer, rather than 
revealing any intrinsic characteristics of the 
observed. Phrenologists were also adept at using the 
age-old skill of dubious dhrinators; stating the 
bleedin’ obvious, as shown by the ‘beneficial diet’ 
recommended to young Charlie Wanchope. 

Even though phrenology leaves us with the 
endearing icon of the Fowler ceramic bust, we must 
also remember its unfortunate victims. A huge 
number of people (including entire “inferior” races) 
must have been discriminated against due to the 
size and shape of their head: the uncouth protruding 
forehead, the moronic oversized jawline, the big 
dumb round head, the devious miserly thin long 
head, etc. Not to forget the British convicts who 
missed out on the boat trip to sunny Australia, and 
the thousands of people who must have missed out 
on that golden job opportunity with L. J.Hooker 
because, “my bloody head was too big!!”.

THE REASON ART EXISTS IS BECAUSE ITS MODE OF OPERATION DOES NOT TAKE TAKE THE ROAD OF IDEAS. WHEREVER IDEAS ARE MIXED IN 
WITH IT, ART RUSTS, AND LOSES ALL VALUE. SO LET’S HAVE AS FEW IDEAS AS POSSIBLE! ART ISN’T NURTURED BY IDEAS! 

There are some, the author of these lines for example, who would go so far as to consider the art of intellectuals as 

FALSE ART, COUNTERFEIT ART, AN ABUNDANTLY ORNATE CURRENCY WHICH NEVERTHELESS RINGS HOLLOW. ORNAMENTATION INDEED 
HOLDS SOME INTEREST, BUT NOT NEARLY SO MUCH AS DOES THE TONE. THERE ARE INSIGNIFICANT LITTLE WORKS, QUITE SUMMARY, 
ALMOST FORMLESS, BUT WHICH NONETHELESS RING VERY LOUDLY - WHICH IS PRECISELY WHY WE PREFER THEM TO SO MANY OF THE 
MONUMENTAL WORKS OF ILLUSTRIOUS PROFESSIONALS. YOU ONLY HAVE TO REVEAL TO SOME PEOPLE THAT THE AUTHOR OF A WORK IS A 
PROFESSIONAL ARTIST FOR IT TO IMMEDIATELY LOSE ALL ITS CHARM. FOR ARTISTS, AS FOR CARD PLAYERS AND LOVERS, THE 
PROFESSIONAL APPEARS AS SOMEWHAT OF A SHAM. 

AFTER ALL, IT MUST BE SAID THAT SOME PEOPLE DESIRE TO GO OFF THE BEATEN TRACK, INSTEAD OF STICKING TO SMALL, BARELY 
CLAIRVOYANT WORKS. AS IN THE EXAMPLE OF VACATIONS, APART FROM THE LOVERS OF FAMOUS RESORTS LIKE CAPRI AND MIAMI, 

THERE ARE OTHERS WHO DISLIKE THE CROWDS, PREFERRING TO FIND SOME LITTLE, UNDISTURBED COVE. INDEED, AS SOON AS A FEW 
PEOPLE TURN UP IN THEIR LITTLE CORNER, THEY PACK THEIR BAGS AND FLEE. THERE ARE PEOPLE JUST LIKE THAT. THERE ARE PEOPLE 
WHO DETEST SPORTS, SCORE-KEEPING AND CHAMPIONS, WHO FIND THE WHOLE THING STUPID AND FALSE. SUCH IDEAS ARE MERELY 
THOSE OF A WOULD-BE HORSEMAN, DREAMING OF RIDING THE SWEEPSTAKE WINNER. A TRUE COWBOY DOESN’T DREAM OF WINNING, BUT 
RATHER OF A WILD COLT SNARED BY HIS LASSOO. HE DOESN’T GIVE A DAMN ABOUT PEDIGREES AND DETESTS TRAINED BEASTS! 

ALL 1TIESE CELEBRATIONS OF THE ARTIST ARE QUITE NICE, BUT WHAT FINALLY HAPPENS? SEEING ALL THIS, IT’S THE HERMIT CRAB WHO 
ARRIVES AT FULL SPEED TO LODGE ITSELF IN ART’S SHELL. WHEN YOU SEE CELEBRATIONS AND CHAMPAGNE AND BRAVOS AROUND A 
SHELL, YOU CAN REST AT EASE, KNOWING THAT THERE’S A HERMIT INSIDE. 

True art always appears where we don’t expect it, where nobody thinks of it or utters its name. Art detests being 

RECOGNISED AND GREETED BY ITS OWN NAME. IT IMMEDIATELY FLEES. ART IS A CHARACTER INFATUATED BY THE INCOGNITO. AS SOON 
AS IT IS DIVULGED OR POINTED OUT, IT FLEES AND LEAVES IN ITS PLACE A GLORIFIED BIT-PLAYER CARRYING ON ITS BACK A LARGE POSTER 
MARKED ART ; EVERYONE IMMEDIATELY SPRINKLES IT WITH CHAMPAGNE, AND LECTURERS LEAD IT FROM TOWN TO TOWN WITH A RING 
THROUGH ITS NOSE. THIS IS THE FALSE MONSIEUR ART. HE IS THE ONLY ONE KNOWN BY THE PUBLIC, SINCE HE BEARS THE POSTER AND 
THE LAUREL. THERE IS NO DANGER THAT THE TRUE MONSIEUR ART WILL SLAP ON SUCH POSTERS. NOBODY WOULD RECOGNISE HIM 
LOOKING LIKE THAT. HE WOULD STROLL ABOUT EVERYWHERE, EVERYONE WOULD ENCOUNTER HIM IN THE STREET AND JOSTLE HIM 
DOZENS OF TIMES EACH DAY AT EVERY STREET CORNER, WITHOUT ANYONE HAVING A CLUE IT WAS MONSIEUR ART HIMSELF, OF WHOM SO 
MUCH GOOD IS SPOKEN. YOU MUST UNDERSTAND ; IT IS THE FALSE MONSIEUR ART WHO SEEMS TO BE THE TRUE ONE, AND IT IS THE TRUE 
ONE WHO DOESN’T SEEM TO BE SO. THIS MEANS THAT WE ARE MISTAKEN 1 MANY ARE MISTAKEN! 

IN JULY 1945, WE BEGAN METHODICAL RESEARCH, FIRST IN FRANCE AND SWITZERLAND AND THEN IN OTHER COUNTRIES, ON THOSE 
PRODUCTIONS WE HAVE HENCEFORTH CALLED ART BRUT. WE UNDERSTAND BY THIS TERM WORKS PRODUCED BY PERSONS UNSCATHED 
BY ARTISTIC CULTURE, WHERE MIMICRY PLAYS LITTLE OR NO PART (CONTRARY TO THE ACTIVITIES OF INTELLECTUALS). THESE ARTISTS 
DERIVE EVERYTHING - SUBJECTS, CHOICE OF MATERIALS, MEANS OF TRANSPOSITION, RHYTHMS, STYLES OF WRITING ETC. - FROM THEIR 
OWN DEPTHS, AND NOT FROM THE CONVENTIONS OF CLASSICAL OR FASHIONABLE ART. WE ARE WITNESS HERE TO A COMPLETELY PURE 
ARTISTIC OPERATION, RAW BRUTE AND ENTIRELY REINVENTED IN ALL OF ITS PHASES SOLELY BY MEANS OF THE ARTISTS’ OWN IMPULSES. 
IT IS THUS AN ART WHICH MANIFESTS AN UNPARALLELED INVENTIVENESS, UNLIKE CULTURAL. ART, WITH ITS CHAMELEON AND MONKEY¬ 
LIKE ASPECTS. 

Before concluding this expose we would like to say a few words about the insane. Madness lightens the man, gives him 

WINGS, AND PROMOTES CLAIRVOYANCE - OR SO IT SEEMS. MANY OF THE OBJECTS IN THIS EXHIBITION (ABOUT HALF) ARE THE WORKS OF 
PATIENTS CONFINED TO PSYCHIATRIC HOSPITALS. YET WE SEE NO REASON TO ESTABLISH A SPECIAL DEPARTMENT FOR THEM, AS SOME 
HAVE DONE. ALL OF THE NUMEROUS RELATIONS WE HAVE HAD WITH OUR COMRADES, MORE OR LESS DECKED OUT IN LITTLE BELLS, 

HAVE CONVINCED US THAT THE MECHANISMS OF ARTISTIC CREATIVITY ARE EXACTLY THE SAME IN THEIR HANDS AS THEY ARE IN ALL 
OTHER REPUTEDLY NORMAL PEOPLE. BESIDES, THIS DISTINCTION BETWEEN NORMAL AND ABNORMAL SEEMS QUITE UNTENABLE , WHO, 
AFTER ALL, IS NORMAL? WHERE IS HE, YOUR NORMAL MAN?! SHOW HIM TO US! CAN THE ARTISTIC ACT, WITH THE EXTREME TENSION IT 
IMPLIES AND THE HIGH FEVER THAT ACCOMPANIES IT, EVER BE DEEMED NORMAL? AFTER ALL, MENTAL “ILLNESSES” ARE EXTREMELY 
DIVERSE - THERE ARE ALMOST AS MANY TYPES OF MENTAL ILLNESSES AS THERE ARE MENTALLY ILL PEOPLE - AND IT SEEMS QUITE 
ARBITRARY TO THROW THEM ALL INTO ONE SPECIAL BASKET OF “ILLNESS”. FROM OUR POINT OF VIEW, THE ARTISTIC FUNCTION IS 
IDENTICAL IN ALL CASES, AND THERE IS NO MORE AN ART OF THE INSANE THAN THERE IS AN ART OF DYSPEPTICS OR OF THOSE WITH KNEE 
PROBLEMS.

REPEA TEDL Y FREEZE AND THA WABOUT FOUR OR FIVE TIMES, (THIS RUPTURES CELL WALLS 
AND MAKES BLENDING EASIER.) 

CUT THE CHUNKS INTO SMALLER PIECES AND BLEND TO A STICKY MERENGUE 
CONSISTENCY. 

BE CAREFUL NOT TO OVERHEAT THE BLENDER- IE PROCESSING STILL FROZEN MATERIAL ADD 
ABOUT A CUP OF JUST BOILED WATER, IF NOT WARM WATER WILL DO. 

BEFORE BLENDING ISA GOOD TIME TO CHECK FOR AND SCRAPE OFF ANY MOULD OR OTHER 
NASTIES THAT CAN TRY TO GROW ON THE PULPY THAWING ENDS.-THIS CAN BE REMOVED 
WITHOUT TOO MUCH TISSUE LOSS. 

IF SUNNY SPREAD THE SLIME OUT ON PLASTIC OUTDOORS UNTIL DRY ALTERNATIVELY BAKING 
TRA YS/N THE OVEN WILL ACHIEVE THE SAME EFFECT- WITH MORE LABOUR! 

BE CAREFUL NOT TO BURN THE MIXTURE, A LOW HEAT AND PROPPING THE OVEN DOOR OPEN
